CONDUCT IM CASE OF FIRE. 


The following directions for conduct 
in case of fire are iseued by the British 
Royal Society for the Proteetion of Life 
from fie. 

Every householder should make each 
person in his house acquainted with the 
best means of escape, whether the fire 
breaka out at the top or at the bottom. 

Inmates at the first alarm should en- 
deavor calmly to reflect what means of 
escape there arein the house. If in 
bed at the time, wrap themselves in a 
blanket or bedside carpet ; open neither 
windows nor doors more than neces 
sary; shut every door after them. 
[This is most important to observe, | 

In the midst of smoke it is compara- 
tively clear toward the > Coma 
quently progress trou make can he 
made on the hands and knees, A silk 
handkerehief, worsted stocking, or other 
flannel eunbetance, wetted and. drawn 
over the face, permits free breathing 


and excludes to 4 = extent the amoke 
from the lungs. wet sponge is alike 
effieacious. 


In the event of being unable to es 
cape either by the street-door or the 
roof, the persons in danger should im- 
mediately make their way to the front- 
room window, taking care to close the 
door after them, and those who have 
charge of the household should ascertain 
that every individual is there assembled. 

Persons thus circumstanced are en- 
treated not to precipitate themaely 
from the window while there remains 
the last possibility of assistance, and 
even in the last extremity a plain rope 
is invaluable, or recourse may be had 
to joining sheetsaor blankets together, 
fastening one end to the bedpost or 
other furnitare, This will enable 
one person to lower all the others sep- 
arately, amd the last may let himself 
down with comparatively little risk. 
Select a window over the doorway 
rather than over the area, _ 

Do not give vent to the fire by break- 
ing into the house unnecessarily from 
without, or if an inmate, by opening 
the door or windows. Make a point of 
shutting every door after you as you go 
through the house. For this purposé

Of late years a great many enterpris- 
ing towns and villages in Canada have 
taken rapid stride forward by starting 
and some kind of « manu- 
factory in their midst, It often hap- 
‘pens that by this means villages sudden- 
ly spring into existence, or grow into 
towns, while towns grow into citios, and 

‘ finprovementa are thas effected in pro- 
portion to the pash, enterprise and libor- 
ality of the community. We believe 
there are few who will consider us pre- 
mature in advocating « policy of encour- 
agement to some kind of a manufactory 
in the village of Madoc. Of course wo 
hase our remarks on the prospects of 
having a railway connection with the 
front soon, and also to having econnec- 
tion, at no great time hence, with two 
great commercial cities east and west, 
Toronto and Ottawa. Madoc, wo con- 
tend, is well adapted fot the establish- 
tment of some kind of manufactories, as, 
with the opening of the railway, there 
is every probability of the mining 
eapsbilities of the Riding being devel. 
oped, and it is also probable that a year 
or two-will see the separation of the 


the County town. There are fow vil- 
lagen of the size in Ontario that can 
ast of a finer clase of business places 
we have. Ont public buildings, 
if not numerous, are substantial ; we 
new Model School would be an ort 
ment toany town, We have also a 
number of handsome private residences 
which show the village off to advantage. 
Those who have been endeavoring to 
tho best interests of the village 
patting up substantial and costly 
buildings must acknowledge that wo 
have now arrived at a point where 
it is necessary to establish or encourage 
the establishment of some mantfactories, 
and if the loading citizens would only 
keep pushing the interests of the village 
we will soon reach the dimensions of « 
town.

On Monday the cable telegrams an- 
nowneed the fact that the Imperial 
Government had decided upon the ap- 
pointment of the Marquis of Lorne, 
hushand of H.R.H. tie Princess Louise, 
aa the successor of our present popular 
Governor(ieneral, The Marquis has 
accepted the office, and will enter upon 
his duties in immediate succession’ to 
Lord Dufferin, who will take his fare- 
well of Canada on the 28th of Septem- 
ler.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


Porravias, Pa., Aug. 18.—-Daring o 
storm yesterday afternoon the powder 
magazine of Weldy & Co., on the out- 
akirte of this place, waa struck hy bight- 
wing. There were eleven hundred 
of powder in the building, and a terrtble 
explosion ensued, eompletely demelish- 
ing the magnuzine and seattering debris 
with termble force in an easterly diree- 
tion, making a gap in the woods of fifty 
feet wide. A pienicing party waa ae 
sembled in the woeds a short distance 
below the magatine. Two of them were 
killed: and five mjured so as to remler 
amputation necessary, A nmamber of 
others were more or less injured by fiy- 
ing stones, timber, &e, Many cattle 
were badly injured and had to be killed. 
The explosion was heard eleven miles 
and caused great excitement in the city.
